U.F.O. Sighted , 

Skeptics' Scoff cintd 
Observers Wonder 


) The sighting of a glowing object mov¬ 
ing mysteriously across the southwest 
horizon shortly before midnight Monday 
has at least 15 policemen representing 
five towns and two counties rubbing their 
eyes in disbelief. 

Not one of them will admit it was a 
"U.F.O.," Air force parlance for “unidon- 
. titled flying object." 

But they know what they saw. 

"Too many of us saw it," reported 
Excelsior policeman Mike Weber. "It had 
to be something." 

"I still don't believe what I saw. I'm 
still skeptical." said Chaska police office 
Bill Noll. 

Mound police, at least their chief Pat 
Wilson, just won't talk about it. They 
didn't even write a report on the police 
call which came in about 11 p.m. from the 
' William D. Pletsch residence in Minne- 
trista, describing the object and asking 
police to investigate. 

Said Wilson, "I talked to the investi¬ 
gating officer and he said since he 
couldn't explain it. he just wasn't going to 
write a report." 

But eyewitnesses at the Woodend 
Shores Pletsch home said two Mound offi¬ 
cers responded. ••

1.nidus, viewed the object from the Excel- 
sior-Shorewood line on County Road 19. 

At that time, according to Weber, the 
glowing sphere appeared about l.llOO feet 
ovei dead, moving west and slightly south. 
The colors changed, he said, from red to 
green to white. The officers were joined 
by a Shorewood policeman. Dennis Seig- 
frtec. who also saw it.

Adding that certain temperature and 
humidity conditions can make the star 
appear magnified ami glowing, tie said it 
may appear to move because die earth is 
moving. 

He’ll have a tough time convincing 
most of his fellow police officers.

up with the death of Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy. Such folks 
might get on the nerves of 
serious career military offi¬ 
cers. 

Second, on the other hand 
strange objects not identi¬ 
fied or explained have been 



seen throughout the world, 
tracked by radar, chased by 
Air Force planes—and reli¬ 
ably reported to much more 
than a thousand miles per 
hour while conducting so¬ 
phisticated maneuvers. 
Clearly such things cannot 
all be explained as natural 
occuranccs such as “marsh 
gas" (a favorite rationale). 

Third, In addition to such 
reports—many hundreds of 
which have not been ex¬ 
plained away—some intelli¬ 
gent people have been inter¬ 
ested in the phenomena, 
calling it “things from outer 
space” or merely a strange 
happening to be investigat¬ 
ed. 

Notable here fremember 
my speculation that politi¬ 
cians would begin pursuing 
the occult?), just before 
his death Sen. Robert Ken¬ 
nedy wrote to Saucer News 
magazine, describing him¬ 
self as “a card carrying 
member of the Amalgamat¬ 
ed Flying Saucers Associa¬ 
tion" and in favor of “more 
research regarding this 
matter.” But then such 
folks might get on tire 
nerves of career officers. 

The Air Force may have 
closed its book, but the 
UFO's continue, a recent 
one in England being wit¬ 
nessed by 10 police con¬ 
stables and numerous civli- 


ans last Aug. 16. In our 
neighbor to tlie north, 46- 
year-old Arthur Bray, a for¬ 
mer pilot in the Royal Cana¬ 
dian Air Force and Navy, 
wants the United Nations to 
coordinate a worldwide 
UFO investigation. 

The retired Lt. Command¬ 
er Bray has filed an elabo¬ 
rate S9-page plea to this end 
with the Special Committee 
on Science Policy of the 
Canadian Senate. He has' 
also sought the support of 
Prime Minister Pierre Tru- 
. deau in having Canada 
place his investigation pro¬ 
posal before the UN Gener¬ 
al Assembly. He’s a career 
military officer, not a kook, 
and what he’s seen and 
studied about UFO’s has 
sufficiently gotten on his 
nerves to prompt action; he 
worries that the Soviets, ac- , 
lively researching in this 
area, might be the first to 
' communicate with interga- 
lactic aliens and from them 
gain superior and danger¬ 
ous knowledge. 

And indeed the Soviets 
are researching UFO's, 
even if Russian opinion is : 
somewhat split as suggested 
by columnist V. Lyustibcrg 
of the Moskovski Komsomo- 
lcts, who deems Flying Sau¬ 
cers a. capitalistic aeropsy- 
chological opiate to hallu¬ 
cinate the oppressed. 
“When it becomes neces¬ 
sary to distract the reader , 
from tough problems," he 
has written, "Wcslcrn lead¬ 
ers have three ready sensa¬ 
tions Which never fail: 
flying saucers, the Loch • 
Ness monster, and the 1 
abominable snowman." “ 

So now that you know 
what I’m up to, I have but a 
suggestion and a request: 
that if interested in UFO's 
you read up on them, a 
useful book being “The 
Age of Flying Saucers: 
Notes on a Projected Histo¬ 
ry of UFO’s” by Paris 
Flammonde (Hawthorn: 
1971), and that you let me 
,know if you've had any ex¬ 
periences with such phe¬ 
nomena. 

As to whether UFO’s were 
and arc a "acropsychol- < 
ogical" plot, this I'll take up 
in a future column. J

The strange UFOs of 1897 


For approximately a ten-month period, 
between November of 1896 and September of 
1897, metallic, cii>ar-«bapcd aerial vehicles 
' were sighted throughout the United States. 

ff you cannot Immediately recall our earthly 
aeronautical lime schedule, Orville and Wilbur 
Wright did not accomplish the first successful, 
ntan-cnrrying, powered airplane flight until 
December, 1903, aid that Initial voyage was no 
more than a hop, skip, and a jump. 

Yet the airships were seen by hundreds of 
sober, ros|>eck)ble citizens, and a good many 
men and women claimed to have spoken with 
the aviators of the mysterious craft while the 
objects rested on the ground. 

Three occupants of one airstrip told two farm¬ 
ers in Springfield, Illinois, that they were 
terrestrial inventors, who had stopped to repair 
their electrical equipment. The aviators, two 
men and one woman, said that they would make 
a full report of tlreir airship to the government 
Just as soon as the Spanish-Ainerican war was 
over. 

In Rockland, Texas, an airstrip settled down in 
John Barclay’s pasture, and one of the aviators 
asked the astonished fanner if he would provide 
him with some lubricating oil. The mysterious 
pilot gave Barclay a ten-dollar bill and told him 
to keep the change. 

A former senator from Harrisburg, Arkansas, 
was given an extensive explanation of the 
airship and its origin after he came upon an 
airship’s crewman hauling water from his well 
ot 1:00 a.m. According to tile aviator, he had 
inherited the secret of suspending the laws of 
gravity from his unele. For seven years, llie 
strange pilot said, he had labored to build the 
airship and to fly it successfully. Now after a 
visit to the planet Mars, he would place it on 
public exhibition. 

Frank Nichols, a prominent fanner who lived 
near Houston, Texas, also surprised midnight 
visitors quenching their thirst at his well. One of 
the crew proudly Informed Nichols Unit they had 
solved tlw problem of aortal navigation, lie told 
the Texan dial Uieir craft was constructed of a 
newly discovered material dial liad die 
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property of self-sustenance in the air and he 
claimed that die motive power was hightly 
condensed electricity. According to the 
mysterious aviator, five of the airships had been 
built at a small town in Iowa. At that very 
moment, lie told the astonished farmer, an 
immense stock company was being formed and 
widiin a year the machines were certain to be in 
general use. 

There were dozens of recorded instances in 
which die crows of die unidentified airships 
made contact widi men and women across the 
West and Midwest. In .each instance, the 
aviators quite obviously lied to die contactees 
who happened upon them and their temporarily 
grounded airships. Whoever diey might have 
been, die mysterious aviators were not 
terrestrial inventors.

97, British aviation historian lburies II. Gtbbs- 
Srnilh lias said with certainly dial the only 
airtnmvri vehicles’ carrying passengers which 
could possibly have been seen anywhere in 
North America in 1897 would have been free- 
fly in p spln'iicnl balloons.

UFO 


So say Maryland’s UFO chasers. The" 
are dedicated, amateur investigators 
who volunteer their time to follow up 
UFO reports. 

One of these Is John A. Lutz, 32, a 
dispatcher with Baltimore’s Department 
of Transit and Traffic. He heads an 
informal group of 20 members called the 
Odyssey Club which specializes in inves¬ 
tigating UFO sightings. 

Another investigating group Is headed 
by John B. Carlson, 26, an astronomer. 

A former instructor ol the University of 
Maryland, he now is studying for his 
doctorate in astronomy at College Park. 

. Capital-Area Subcommittee 

His group is. the capital-area subcom¬ 
mittee of the privately supported Nation- ! 
al Investigations Committee for Aerial i 
Phenomena in Washington. One of a I 
number of such subcommittees in the 
nation, Mr. Carlson’s team reports to ’■ 
NICAP on UFO sightings in Washington I 
Maryland and Virginia. 

Of the Odyssey Club, Mr. Lutz said, 1 
“We go anywhere a sighting Is reported 
in Maryland and conduct a full field 
investigation.” 

"Since September, we have followed 
up eight sightings-three on the Eastern 
Shore and five in the Baltimore metro¬ 
politan area." 

The club's members, he said. Include 
esperts In photography, meteorology ,j 


radiology, police sciences, mechanics 
and electronics, all skills that help in 
the investigations. 

One of the most interesting was re¬ 
ported December 14 near Easton. News¬ 
paper reports said only that two game 
wardens and a state policeman saw two 
objects having ‘-'red, green and white 
flashing lights.” 

But in his follow-up investigation, Mr. 
Lutz, after talking with witnesses, ' 
learned that the objects were more 
complicated. Each of the two objects. 
glowed white, he said, and appeared to. 
be inset with red and green pulsating 
lights. They were connected by "a thin 
strand” of white light. 

Disappeared Suddenly 

Their altitude was estimated at hgr 
tween 20,000 and 30,000 feet. They Hov¬ 
ered in the skies to the east of U.S. 50 
near Easton for more than an hour, then 
disappeared suddenly. “Just blinked 
off," Mr. Lutz reported. 

The Odyssey Club files the results of 
its more interesting investigations with 
either NICAP or two bthcr private agen¬ 
cies: Aerial Phenomena Research Or-, 
.ganization, of. Tucson, Aril.; and the 
. Society for the Investigation of the 
Unexplained, of Columbia, NJ. 

As a hobby, UFO chasing is unflag- 
gingly fascinating, Mr. Lutz said, adding 
that there is always the hope of “finding 
_an answer to unexplainable things.” 


~^ s Will Go Anywhere*'. 
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Though he has found no definite an¬ 
swers. he has firm theories. “I believe 
the UFO’s, the really unexplained ones 
reported by reliable witnesses, are ex¬ 
traterrestial vehicles that have this 
planet under surveillance. They may be 
from another planet in our own system 
or even another galaxy, but they are 
always one step ahead of us.” . 

More cautious about the extraterres¬ 
trial theory is Mr. Carlson, the student 
astronomer at the University of Mary¬ 
land. 

"I am a scientist,” he said, "and no 
believer in the extraterrestrial hypothe¬ 
ses, yet I think it is one of the better 
hypotheses for explaining the UFO’s.” 

"More Than We Know” 
"Certainly I believe,” he said, "that 
there is much more going on in this 
world than we know about.” 

But he pointed out that many UFO > 
sightings are readily explainable as nat¬ 
ural or man-made phenomena, or they 
may be outright hoaxes. 

Two criteria that add up to an Inter¬ 
esting UFO sighting, he said, are "the 
strangeness of firefighting and the credi¬ 
bility of the witnesses. You need more 
than one witness; a single witness is 
always suspect.” 

But, after discounting most sightings 
for one reason or another, there remain,' 
he said, a residue of "basically unsolved 
cases” for which. there is no natural, 
meteorological, astronomical or other 
explanation. "They just can’t be ex¬ 
plained away,” Mr. Carlson said. 

One such sighting, which his NICAP 
subcommittee investigated, occurred Au¬ 
gust 1 near Westminster. 

The witnesses, he said, were the 
Charles Kenyon family, of New Windsor 
in Carroll county, including, the parents, 
three teen-age daughters, an U-year- 
old son and a teen-age cousin. 

Object Loops, Passes By 
During an intense thunderstorm, they 
pulled their pick-up truck off Route 31 at 
abqut 10 P.M. a few miles southwest of 
’Westminster. Mrs. Kenyon first noticed 
the ibjecfdpring a lull In the storm. It 
looped near the truck and passed out of 
sight. 

In about Gv* minutes It returned from 


another direction. Everyone saw it then, 
before It moved off. 

The object returned for a third and 
final time. 1! looped close, er.lrr.a’.ed at 
from 100 to 2'.j yards, and appeared to 
follow a telephone line over Fitzhugh 
Hill beyond which it desappeared after 
turning on a bright white light. V.Tien 
the startled Kenyons drove over the hill, 
the object had vanished, Mr. Carlson 
reported. 

Each of the witnesses drew sketches of 
what he saw for Mr. Carlscn and his 
fellow investigators. Though there were 
some variations, all agreed that the 
object was definitely saucer - shaped 
with an amber beacon on its dome and 
a protrusion in front. Underneath it had 
two strings of lights, unconventional in 
color and formation. 

“Good, Honest People” 

Mr. Carlson said he found the Ken¬ 
yons to be “good, honest people, who. as 
nearly as I can tell, saw something 
highly unusual. I find it difficult to 
explain in conventional terms.” 

'-'I would rate this sighting,” he con¬ 
tinued, “as having a moderate degree of 
strangeness and the witnesses as having 
good credibility.” 

Another Maryland UFO watcher who 
reports to NICAP is Louis E. Corbin, 
community affairs director for radio 
station WFBR in Baltimore. 

For 25 years, Mr. Corbin said, he has 
been following up UFO reports and is 
convinced that "The evidence is ex- * 
tremely formidable that we have some¬ 
thing in the skies under intelligent con¬ 
trol that is beyond the confines of our 
technology." 

In Washington, G. Stuart Nixon, direc¬ 
tor of NICAP, said his organization is 
supported chiefly by dues from about 
5,000 members who receive a NICAP 
newsletter on UFO information. j 

On the basis of reports gathered by * 
NICAP, Mr. Nixon said, "There is an 
awful lot of unreliable UFO reporting ! 
but, after discounting that, there re¬ 
mains a hard core of cases that add up 1 
to a substantial mystery.' j 

"Our organization,” he said, “wants ]

Last year, while driving ,in eastern 
t zfov Colorado (where there are only a jack 
\J f ~j rabbit and house every 15 miles) he saw a 
i UFO land about a mile or two ahead of 
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I bird 
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"When I got there, I saw it had taken 
off." said Colonel Wolfe. “1 saw four 
puncture holes in the ground and a 
scorched area from the thrust." 

He immediately notified the sheriff’s 
office and Colorado Highway Patrol. (He 
did not say what their reactions were.) 

"This was not something of ours, the 
Russians or Chinese or anyone we know," 
he declared. 

"Ships made of any metal we have 
would have come apart from the speed of 
the take-off thrust and the heat 
engendered. 

"Space ships have been sighted in 
Brazil (two) and in various spots of our 
own country. 

"Lawyers have taken testimony from 
people who have seen flying saucers and 
spoken with the beings (three to four feet 
tall). 

"Their testimony has been tested by lie 
detectors. The polygraph didn't show any 
variations. 

"The California Institute of Technology 


and Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology said, 'There is some 
possibility of a dimension we don’t 
comprehend existing.’ 

“This is a tremendous universe and it 
would be very egotistical for us to think 
that we are the only ones who can drive a 
car or fly an airplane or that we are the 
only ones the good Lord put in it. There 
are brighter suns than ours. 

"From some other place beings are 
traversing the universe and coming to 
ours. I hope this mystery is solved in a 
short while.” 

Colonel Wolfe had a part in several 
investigations involving the 
disappearance of airplanes that left not a 
trace. 

"In 1945, after World War II was over in 
Europe and two months before Japan 
surrendered, five U.S. Naval bombers 
took off from Fort Lauderdale Florida on 
aclearday,"hesaid. 

“One and three-quarters hours later the, 
commander said he couldn't see where he 
was or the land. Then there was silence. 
The next thing the tower heard was that 
the commander was relinquishing his 
command. Then the new commander 
came on the radio, saying he didn't know 
where he was. Then thdre was the panic of 
total silence. 

"The Navy sent out a Martin Mariner 
flying boat, with a crew of 13. Ten minutes 
later (hat disappeared along with the five 
bombers and their crews of 27 men. There 
was no wreckage. 

"In full sight at the Miami International 
Airport a commercial airliner 
disappeared into thin air after it had 
received landing instructions from the 
tower. 

"Two BOAC planes vanished in the 
Bermuda area. In 1948 a BOAC was two 
miles from Bermuda on the flight from 
London when it was last heard from. The 
second BOAC plane was one-half hour out 
of Bermuda when it took off for oblivion. 

“In 1950 the freighter Sandra left 
Savannah. Ga.. for Norfolk, Va., and was 
never seen again. 

“The Sulphur Queen out of Texas and 
bound for Norfolk sailed for oblivion in 


the Key West. Fla , area. 

"In a period of four years nine ships 
have disappeared without a trace in the 
area between Iwo Jima and south of 
Japan. One of the research ships the 
Japanese government sent out 
disappeared, too. There was no radio call 
for help or wreckage. 

- "The Marine puzzle of 1918 is the 
disappearance of the U.S. Collier Cyclop 
that was carrying coal to Norfolk. Again 
no signs of wreckage. 

“In 1880 a British training ship with 220 
sailors did the vanishing act In the same 
area.” 

Colonel Wolfe said modern 
investigations looked into’ every 
possibility, even the existence of sea 
monsters. 

Colonel Wolfe has had experiences with 
ghosts, too. 

"After my mother died. I took some 
pictures of my father in his library.” he 
explained. "In three of the 15 pictures 
there appeared an image of my mother. 

“In Haddon Hall in England I saw 
ghosts coming down the stairs and in 
gallery.” 

Last year a wealthy widow in Illinois 
called in Wolfe and two other 
investigators to investigate the strange 
noises in her borne. __ 

“We ruled out the fact that she was 
mentally unbalanced," he said. “Also 
there were no relatives who wanted to 
drive her insane in order to get her 
money. 

”We used all of the newest devices 
- burglar alarm companies and the 
Department of Defense had available to 
trap intruders. We used light beams, 
sensor alarms, cross beams and heat 
sensors through which a cat couldn't pass 
without being detected. 

“Yet Tuesday morning at 1:47 
something came down the stairs and went 
into the library without setting off any of 
the systems. 

“A second time a spirit, manisfestation 
or something made of ectoplasm came 
again.
